Get your mind oil' of it, when every thiiii; in 
upturned u-ith thu bereavement and every 
thin;,'reminds y<iu ol1 what you have lost. 
Get yor.r mind o:f of it! They ir.Lflit »s well 
aih'lse you Lo stop thinliin^. Yon can not 
stop thlnkin;,', aud you can not utop tlunU- 
tnjf iu that direction. Tuku a walk in tho 
fresh air! Why, alon|/ that very, street or 
that very road she once accompanied you. 
Out of that Krass-jr.ot »he phieked :lo\vors, 
or Into that show-\vlnduw sue looked, fasol- 
uatt'd, saying: "Come, see the pictures." 
Go deeper into business! Why, she was 
associated with all yoiu1 br.sinr-ss ambition, 
and since she has jrouo you have no ambi- 
tion left. 


Oh, tills i.s a clumsy wur!ti when it tries to 


comfort a broken heart! 
I can build a Cor- 


lisd engine, 1 can paint a liaphael's "Madon- 
na," I can play a Beethoven's "Symphony" 
as easily ad this world can comfort a broken 
heart Ar.d yet you have been comforted. 
How was it done? Did Christ come to yon 
and say: "Got your ir.iiul otf this; go oiili 
aud breathe the fresh air; pl'.nifre deeper 
into business?" No, There W:LS a minute 
wlien lie came to you—perhaps In the 
watches of the ni(,'l:t, perhaps in your place 
of business, perhaps alon^' this street/—and 
He breathed something into your soul that 


ve peace, rest, infinite qnlet, so that you, 


could take out the photograph of tho do- 
parted one and look into the eyes and the 
face of the dear one, and say: '-It is all 
rlf;ht; she is better off; r would not ca'.i her 
back. Lord, I thank Thee that Thou host 
comforted my poor heart," 


There are Christian parents here who are 


willing to testify to the power of this Gospel 
to comfoit. 
Your son had just graduated 


from school or college and was £,poin£ Into 
business, and the Lord took him. Or your 
daughter had just jri'aduaLed from thoyoun;^ 
ladles'seminary and yon thought sho was 
£0lnkr to bo a useful wouiau aud of; long life; 
but tbe Lord took her and you were tempted 
to sa-y: "All this culture of twenty years 
for nothing!" Or tao little child came hemo 
from school with, the hot (ever that stopped 
not ^or the agonized prayer or for tho skill- 
ful physician, and tho little child was taken. 
Or the babe was lifted out of your arms by 
some quick epidemic, and you stood won- 
dering why God ever gave you that child at 
all, ii so soon He was to take it away. And 
yet you aro not repining:, you are notfretful, 
you arc not iljrhtlujj against God. 


Wliat has enabled you to stand all the 


trial? "Oh," you aay, "I took the medlciuo 
that God jjave. my sick souL In my distress 
I threw myself at tho feet of a sympathizing 
God; and when I was too weak to pray or to 
look up He breathed into me a peace that I 
think must be the foretaste o; that Heavoti 
whore there is neither a tear, nor a forewel;, 
nor a frruve." Come, all ye who have been 
out to the grave to weep there—come, all VH 
comforted souls, e;et up oil! your kneea. Is 
there no power In this Gospel to soothe the 
heart? IB there no power in this religion to 
(mlet the worst paroxysm of jrrief! There 
comes up an ausu'er from comforted widow- 
hood, and orpbanape aud childlessness, say- 
ing: "Aye, aye, we are witnesses!" 


Again, I remark thai we are witnesses of 


the fact that religion has power to (five 
composure in the last moment. I shall 
never forget the ilrSj time I confronted 
death. We went across tho cornfields in tho 
country. I was led by lay father's hand and 
we came to the f;irm-her.so whore tho 
bereavement had come, and we saw the 
crowds of. wnrrons and carriages; but there 
was one carriage that especially attracted 
boyish attention, and it bad black plumes. 
t said: "What's that? what's that? Why 
those black tassels aC the top?" am! after i: 
was explained to me, I was lifted up to 
look upon the brijfht face of an aged Ciiris- 
tian woman, who tlu'eo days before had 
parted in triumph, Tlio whole scene made 
un Impression I never forgot 


In our sermons aud in our lay exhorta- 


tions we aro very apt, when wo want to 
bring illustrations of dying triumph, to go 
back to some distinguished personage—to a 
John Knox or u Harriot Newell. 
But I 


want you for witnesses. 


1 want to know if you have ever soon any 


thing to tuakc you believe that the religion 
of Christ can give composure in that liniil 
hour. Now, iu the courts, uuorr.ey, jury 
and judge will never odT.it more hearsay. 
They demand that Iho witness must have 
seen with his own eyes, or heard with his 
own ears, nud so I am critical i:i my cxain- 
inutiou of you now, and I want to know 
tvhoiher you have seen ov I'.eavd any thing 
that makes you believe that the religion of 
Christ gives comfort in the final hour. 
" "Oh, yes," yon say, "I saw my father and 
mother depart There was a great differ- 
ence in their deathbeds. Standing by the 
one we felt more veneration. By the other 
there was more tenderness." before tho 
one you bowed perhaps iu awo. In the 
other case you felt as if yon would like to go 
along with her. How did they feel in that 
laat hour? How did they seem to act? Were 
they very much frightened? Did they take 
hold of this world with both hands as though 
they did not want to give it up? "Oh, no," 
yon say; "no, I remember as though it were 
yesterday; she had a kind word for us all, 
and there were a few mementoes distributed 
among the children, and then she told us 
how kind we must ho to our father in hie 
loneliness, and then she ki*;ed us good-bye 
and went asleep as a child iu a cradle." 


'What made her so composed? 
Natural 


courage? "No," you say; "mother was very 
nervous. When the carriage Inclined to the 
side of the road she would, cry out. Sho was 
always rather "weakly." What, then, gave 
hor Composure? Was it because she did not 
•:aro much for you und the pang of parting 
was not great?" "Oh," you say, "she bhow- 
»red upon us a wealth of airectlon; r.oir.oth- 
•sr over loved her children more than moth- 
ar loved us. She showed It by tho way sho 
nursed us when we were sick, and she 
lolled for us until her .strength gave out" 
What, then, was it that gave her composure 
in the lost hour? Do no: hide it. Bo frank 
and lot me know. "Oh," yoti say, "it waa 
because (jho was so good. She made the 
Lord her portion, and she had faith that sho 
ivould go straight to glory, and that wo 
should all moot her at last at the foot of tho 
throne." 


Here are people who say: "I saw a Chris- 


tian brother die, and bo triumphed." And 
some one else: "I saw u Christian sister die, 
und she U'LivjJuhevl..".. Some one c!;in will 


say: -T HaV"a"ClirJstia'n' ilatiglilor iJc,"anU 
?he triumphed." Ci.mo, all ye wbo have 
seen the last moments of a Cliristian, aud 
tflvo testim«ny in this cause on trial. Un- 
cover your heads, put your hand on tho old 
family Bible frorn which they used .to read 
the promises, and promise In the presence 
nf liigh Heaven that yon will tell the truth, 
i:iie whole triab, and nothing but the truth. 
With what yon have SL-CU with your owa 


vyi.-s, uml ri'uni wb:i: yon have heard from 
7our own oars, is there povver in tins Gospel 
to give calmness ar.d triumph in the last ex- 
igency? The response cumes from all sides, 
from yimm.'. ami .ild and middle uged: "We 
are witnesses!"
